CUBA A FOREIGN LAND, 


Supreme Court Say. 
It I» Not American 


Territory. 


Washington, Jan. 15:—Charles F. 


Neely,. former treasurer of the post- 
ofBce department in Cuba, must go 
back to Havana and face trial for his 
misdeeds while holding the -position 
of trust under the United States gov- 
ernment. The United States Supreme 
Court so holds in a decision just hand- 
ed down. In passing upon the case the 
court declared that Neely was subject 
to extradition and must be turned over 
to the Cuban authorities for trial. 
It 


gave as its opinion that Cuba is a for- 
eign territory and that the only object 
of the war with Spain was to free the 
Cubans from Spanish domination and 
persecution. The decision of the court 
was based upon the congressional act 
of June 6, 1890, which was held to be 
constitutional. 


Charles F. W. Neely has given the 


present administration . more trouble 
than any other man who has held office 
under its direction. Prom the time it 
was discovered by the postal depart- 
ment that the treasurer of. the post- 
office department in Cuba was short a 
large amount in his accounts with the 
government to the time of his arrest, 
May 7, the public was kept in the cjark 
as to the cause of his removal from 
office.

•drawing teachers, of whom fortunately 
we have many, oaly the fewest number 
lave taken a course of instruction in 
Paris. 


The majority of these alleged stu- 


dents who went to Paris were poor 
young women. Their families skimped 
and saved to pay their expenses, their 
brothers and fathers toiled, their sis- 
ters taught school, their mothers did 
.without clothes and dentists' teeth and 
economized on the housekeeping to 
send these supposed geniuses money 
for living and tuition. If they ever had 
any return for their labor it was in 
most cases only that which arises in 
•one's own breast froai.^the conscious- 
ness that he has sacrning£ himself for 
another. That is a poor sort of pay, 
particularly since 90 times put of 100 
the one for whom the sacrifice is made 
is not worth It.

She is caught in the 
swim of this wild, free life; she goes— 
sometimes, God pity her—she goes to 
the bad. The great Babylon swallows 
her up. She is seen no more in the lit- 
tle home over the sea. 


There is a fallacy among students 


that it is necessary to "see life" In or- 
der .to become a complete artist. By 
seeing life they invariably menu, seeing 
that which is vilest and malodorous. It 
is not strange that girl students sonic- 
times share the notion, only the girl al- 
ways gets the worst of this sort of see- 
ing life. Perhaps one may walk through 
miro upon a footplank without necessa- 
rily slipping and being drowned in it. 


Nevertheless, girls, if you are sure 


you have artistic talent and would rath- 
er live on bread aud water and make 
the most of it than to stay at home aud 
live comfortably and bury it; if yon 
are prepared to work 
pointed and be d;sappo 
again; if you can keep your head level 
and be guided by the instincts of a true, 
pure woman from start to finish, go to 
Paris by all means and learn. Paris is 
the most glorious art school in the 
world. Bonuty of form, of color, of 
sound aud of action lies all about and 
above you. Here of all spots beneath 
the sun you can get the tools, the 
knowledge and the experience which 
you will bring homo for use in cultivat- 
ing the splendid young art of the fu- 
ture in America.

AN ORDINANCE relating to the installation 
and maintainence of-.metalhc returu cir- 
cuits for conveying electricity used as a motive 
power for railroads and street railways. 
The Mayor and Common Council of the City 


of Jauesvilledourdain as follows: 
Sec. I. Every person, firm or corporation, ope- 
rating, owning or controlinga railroad or street 
Railway within tho city of Jaucsville.upou-which 
cnrs are now, or horeufter shalJ bo operated or 
propol'ed by electricity as the motive power 
with a grounded return cncuit for conveying 
;he electricity, shall install and maintain a mo 
tnllic return circuit of such cross sectiou and 
conductivity for couvcying the electricity so 
used as a motive power that the maximum dif- 
ference of potential will not at any time exceed 
one volt between any part of such metallic re- 
turn circuit aud any wator pipes, gas pipes, te- 
lephone or telegraph cables or other metals not 
installed for the purpose of forming a part of 
such metallic return circuit, nod that there will 
cot be a variation in difference of potential ex 
ceeaing one half volt between aay two measure- 
ments at tho same time at points along aud up- 
on said metallic return circuit within adjs:ance 
of three hundred fent or less from each other. 
Such metallic return circuit shall be installed 
and maintained in accordance with the pro- 
visions of any ordinance of the city of Janes 
villa, now or hereafter in force. 


Sec. 11. Such metallic return circuit shall be 


installed and in use ou or before tho flist day 
of July 1001. 


Sec. III. Any person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating the levins of this ordinance, or who fails, 
neglects, or refuses to comply therewith shall 
upou conviction thereof bo lined not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than fifty dollars: 
aud such person, firm, or corporation shall be 
deemed guilty of a separate anddistinctolTence 
for every day during which such person, lirm or 
corporation violates, fails, neglects or refuses 
to comply with any or all of the requirement* 
of this ordinance. 
Sec. IV. Tin's ordinance shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage »ud pub- 
lication, which publication shall be for three 
successive days.

The board of directors of the Phon- 


ological 
institute 
of 
Milwaukee, 


through their erratic president, Rob- 
ert C. Spencer, are going before the 
state legislature' with a bill asking for 
the abolishment .of the state school 
for deaf at Delayan, claiming that the 
number of day-schools,'of-'which there 
are eighteen in the state, should be 
increased in the interests of economy, 
as well as for the welfare of the deaf. 
.That it is better for them tq- mingle 
with hearing people; and be taught the 
lip language exclusively, than to go 
into life handicaped by institutional 
surroundings. 
: 


The arguments set forth by the Mil- 


waukee philanthropists'vare plausible 
and 
sentimental. 
They will also 


strike a popular chord with the aver- 
age - legislator;,; nq.t 'because they are' 
practical or of; benefit to the deaf, but 
because of the ignorance that pre- 
vails concerning-.tbe work of the state 
school at Delav'an, as well as on ac- 
count of the money consideration. The 
state pays to ;each county that main- 
tains a day school for the deaf, $150 
for each 
pupil in attendance.

man with active brain, well stored 
mind and ready tongue, may express1 
knowledge through the voice, in the 
school room, from the platfo'rm, or in 
the courts with financial success, at 
least to the extent of a living. Many 
possessed of all these faculties fail 
to even that extent. 
But 'when the 


state sends a deaf man or Woman out 
into life to compete with normal con- 
ditions in these overcrowded channels 
of voice expression, you' send them to 
certain defeat and discouragement. 
If there is any class of people in the 
state entitled to an intensely practical 
•education, iS. is the deaf.;_ Evi^y; 
last one of them sh.QViitt Tje" taught 
.some useful employment. ..They posr- 
geSS the physical and, mental capac- 
ity t& mastei1 industries; and become 


- expert artisans 
in the 
industrial 


world, where the expression of know- 
ledge is through ..well trained hands 
guided' by an intelligent brain. The 
state very jvisely took these condi- 
tions into account in providing for a 
practical education at Delavan. Man- 
ual training buildings are provided, 
and both boys. and girls are under 
competent instructors in the trades 
departments. 
An opportunity 
is 


given to turn out skilled workmen in 
a dozen different industries, with a 
sufficient amount of book knowledge 
to enable .them to compete success- 
fully with people in normal condition. 
Deprive the deaf of the state of the 
state school at Delavan, and you -de- 
prive many of them of the only thing 
that stands Between them and the 
poor house. 
The ability to earn an 


honest dollar and independence 
is 


worth more to-any young man or wo- 
man than fine' spun theories, and so 
far as the,deaf are concerned, it would 
be doing them a grave injustice to 
deprive them of the means of acquir- 
ing practical, 
self-supporting know- 


ledge. 
So far as the language 
is 


concerned,' teach them1 the oral 
as 


well as the sign,, give them every 
means 
of communication possible, 


they are -entitled to it and will need 
it.It is argued by some who favor the 
day schools, that the pupils should 
oe graduated from a literary course 
and then sent to the state school for 
a trade. 
'• The logic is not good for 


two or three reasons. 
In the first 


place, a very large percentage of them 
will never graduate. 'This is true of 
pupils w-ho possess all of their facul- 
ties. 
Again, the time to teach a boy 


to work and respect work is when he' 
is a boy. 
If he is ever to amount 


to anything m the industrial world, 
it will be because in early life know- 
ledge of labor and respect for it, was 
drilled into him during the formative 
years of his training. 
The day school 


is handicaped along all of these prac- 
tical lines, because they lack 
the 


equipment and the experienced teach- 
er, so necessary to the instruction of 
the deaf. 


The institution life is narrow and 


The delegation of ten Filipinos who

THE TENDENCY OF 


MODERN THOUGHT 


The Social Science Class Studies the 


Probable Development of 


Religion. 


.The relation of religion to morality 


and :the religion and ethics of the fu- 
ture was the subject of Mrs: :Folkmar's 
lecture last evening at' tie regular 
session of the social science class. 
It was shown t'hat morality and relig- 
ion are not only eontroveilible terms 
but that they drcl not have a common 
origin nor did they pursue narallel 
lines of development. Religion was de- 
fined as the recognition of a trans- 
.cendent power and morality .the rec- 
ognition among human beings of rights 
and duties. 


The .evolution of the religion of 


-.the Greeks, t'he Jews and the Chris- 
tians sliowed as much progress as any 
.other 'branch of human development. 
In the Jewish code the 
prohibition 


against blasphemy and idolatry, which 
.did not 'in the least affect .the rela> 
tions of man with his kind, -were: as 
emphatic as the prohibitions against 
•murder. 
"The strong tendency of the .most ad- 


vanced thought of the day the .speak- 
er claimed was anti-religious., 'The 
researches -of Dr. Livingston discover- 
ed the very lowest types of man des- 
titute of -bhe religious instinct; so also 
among the most advanced anthropolo- 
gists, paleonthologists and other in- 
vestigators in cognate sciences .the 
idea of a -personal God is rejected, 
and the sentiment is very strongly 
anti-religious. 


The religion .of the future 
was 


sketched to be the development of the 
sublimest Kind of altruism, the wor- 
ship of nature and the possibilites of 
human nature. 
Altruism would be 


eveloped in such a condition of puri- 
ty that the duty of succeeding gene 
rations would "become a stronger in- 
centive toward ethical learning than 
any impulse which has previously op 
erated on man to Incite to good and to 
deter from evil.

submit that the passage of a few delib- 
.erately considered bills is far prefer- 
able to a flood of petty measures rush- 
led through without any particular at- 
tention being paid to them, as has fre- 
quently happened heretofore, only to 
be followed by regret on the part of all 
concerned that more prudence should 
not have been exercised in matters of 
legislation."

Simple Device For Decorating Bl- 


tlior Flat or Ruuullea Surface*. 


A simple device by menus of which 


painters can readib' stripe flat or 
rounded surfaces, described by The 
Scientific American,, is the invention of 
Mr. George II.

The striper consists of a paint reser- 


voir- closed at one end by a screw cap 
provided with a vent hole controlled by 
an adjustable gate. At the other end 
of. the reservoir a nozzle Is located. 
Embracing the reservoir fire two clips,

metal and receives between Its ends a 
guide arm bent near its lower end; 
The second clip serves the purpose of 
holding a fiat spring up on which a 
rocking arm is mounted, carrying 'at. 
Its lower end a sealing cup. The flat 
spring normally presses the sealing cup 
tightly against the . nozzle to prevent 
the escape of paint from the reservoir.- 


In order to stripe a surface with one 


or more straight linos the guide arm. 
carried by the upper clip is adjusted 
so that its bent end engages the edge i 
of the surface. As the device is drawn 
along the nozzle is opened by pressing 
the end of the rocking arm carried by 
the lower clip so as to bring the seal- 
Ing cup upward. The merits of the de- 
vice are obvious.

Grofv» In n Sealed Finale. 


In the botanical garden of Berlin Is 


to be seen a cactus which has grown 
for seven years in a glass flask sealed 
by fusion. The growth of the plant 
was expected by the fact that the soil 
In which it grow.s contains a certain j 
quantity of spores of fungi, which cov- I 
er the sides of the flask with a greenish 
layer. These in dying furnish the car- 
bonie acid necessary for the life of the 
cactus. 
Another question, which Is 


more difficult to answer is the origin of 
the water which is necessary to main- 
tain the life of the plant. This may be 
derived from the decomposition of the 
cellulose. 
However these- questions 


may be answered, they fact remains 
that the plant lives and develops In a 
hermetically closed mcc'iium. The ex- 
periment is not difficult to carry out, 
and its study may lead to interesting 
results.—New York Evening Telegram.
